water, and mix in the feed one 
tablespoonful of this solution 
once a day for each brood sow. 

For ewes, thoroughly dissolve 
four ounces of potassium iodide 
in about a cupful of luke warm 
water, Spread 100 pounds of 
well dried salt evenly on a clean 
floor and sprinkle the solution of 
potassium iodide evenly over it 
and mix well. When dry, 
place thk salt where the sheep may 
have access to it at all times. 
Ewes will use about ‘half a pound 
each per month of salt. For 
small flocks, mix in proportion. 

For pregnant cows, feed the 
potassium iodide on the salt in 
the sam way as for ewes, but-it 
may be found that some cows 


take very little salt. In this 

case, give the cow a quarter tea-
